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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claim is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01. For example, the omitted steps are: the steps of introducing the resin into a cavity in 
relative to the corresponding elements (e.g. a substrate, a chip and release film) and a claming 
step and a separating step. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Miyajima (UA 
2002/0017738). 
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Miyajima, expressly teaches the claimed method of introducing resin for an electronic 
component, using an apparatus including a die 1 for introducing the resin 22 for the electronic 
Component, comprising the steps of: 

• providing a plurality of semiconductor chips 6 mounted on a semiconductor substrate 
12 (Fig.4C), wherein the semiconductor chips 6 have an upper surface in contact with 
a mold release film 18 (Fig.4C); 

• clamping the semiconductor chips 6 with the semiconductor substrate 12 by an upper 
mold 4 and a lower mold 3 of the die 1 (Fig.SB) with the mold release film 18 
directly placing between the upper mold 4 and the lower mold 3; 

• introducing a melted resin 22 into a cavity 7 between the plurality of semiconductor 
chips 6 and the semiconductor substrate 12 (Fig.4C); wherein the cavity 7 has a 
contacting surface with a predetermined slope (Fig.4C) in contacting with the release 
film 1 8; and upper surfaces of the semiconductor chips 6 are subjected to equal 
pressure during the introducing step; 

• after the melted resin 22 being solidifying, separating the electronic component from 
the die 1. 

Miyajima also teaches an apparatus introducing resin for an electronic component capable of 
performing the method as recited in claim 1, as shown in Fig.5B, the apparatus comprises the die 
1 comprising the upper mold 4 including an upper mold block 5 having the cavity 7 and a 
movable block 10 mounted on top of the upper mold block 5, the lower mold 3, a movable gate 
pin 27, a protrusion pin 19, a lower mold insert block 12, an end block 1 5 and a lower mold 
spring 17.
